The language of the Papago is ex- 
ceedingly guttural, and when first 
heard sounds like a succession of 
chuckles, lisps and gasps, but as the 
ear becomes accustomed to its strange 
combinations of sounds, syllables are 
observed, and close stteution enables 
one to discover words.

But 
when the Papago takes hold of it, he 
starts off with a sound that seems to 
be a cress between the cluck of » hen 
and the gruot of a pig; and gets out 
the first syllable. ft on the second 
syllable, however, that he swings Lim- 
self. Asernes of chuckles and gasps 
come in, which is very discour- 
aging for the American who at- 
tempts its imitation.

Mr. Keifer made a point of order against 
the reception of the resolution, but the 
Speaker overruled it, deciding that the 
resolution presented a matter of privilege, 
and the House could determine for iteelf 
how far the investigation be proceeded 
with and what committee should have 
charge of it.

The committee's 
bill failed to do this. Another great im- 
provement in the substitute over the 
committee bill lay in the fact that while 
the latter directed the commitwe to in- 
quire into the method of pooling and to 
report what legislation is needed on 
subject, the former absolutely prohibited 
such pooling.

GENERAL LAND OFFICE. 

“The report of the Commissioner of the 
General Land Office shows that sales, en- 
tries, and selections of public lands under 
varions acts of Congress embrace 26,834.,- 
041.03 acres, and of Indian lands 697,12%.-. 
97, aggregating 27,531,170, an Pincrease 
over the year 1883 of 8,101,137.20. The 
receipts for dis of public lands are 
$11,540,993.07; indian lands, $938,137 .26," 
or a total of $12,779,130.33, an increase 
over that of 1883 of $1,073,364.68, to

The Commissioner again recommends 
the repeal of the pre-emption law.

THE SMELTER QUESTION. 


Some Facts, Ficures ana Reasons 
Why Smelter Might be Protit- 
able to Los Angeles. 

Will @ smelter located in Los Angles 
City be a profitable business investment? 

Nobody is able to answer this ques- 
tion either yes or no until some business 
man tests the matter in a business-like 
way. Nothing is knuwn until it is 
demonstrated. Smelters pay in San 
Francisco, and that city is not so near 
the mining districts as Los Angeles is 
by five hundred miles. This place, 
then, has that one advantage over Sen 
‘rancisco. Smelters pay in Kansas 
City, and Los Angeles i® nearer than 
that place to as many mining districts 
by one thousand miles. This place, 
then, has «a niueb larger ad vantage 
over Kansas City. Smelters pay at 
Benson, and Los Angeles is just as 
near to mining districts as Benson. It 
appears, therefore, that a smelter 
would pay in Los Angeles. 

Tbe Benson smelter,owned by Messrs. 
Saulsbury & White, of San Francisco, 
is a fair sample of the success which 
might crown similar efforts put forth in 
equally as favorable a locality, namely, 
Los Angeles. They began work quietly 
in March, 1882, with one thirty-ton 
water jacket manufactured by Rankin, 
Brayton & Co. Business increased so 
rapidly that they very soon were com- 
pelled to buy another jacket, and in 
less than two years these two jackets 
were laid aside and two large brick fur- 
naces, each one with a capacity of fifty 
tons, were erected in their stead, which 
consume never leas than 2500 tons per 
month, and produce $1,250,000 worth 
of bullion anoually. Los Angeles is 
just as near to as many and as rich 
mining districts as Benson. The latter 
takes ore from this vicinity that other- 
wire would help a smelter bere. Oalico 
alone furnishes enough ore to the Ben- 
son smelter to run a jacket in Los 
Angeles. Why should Los Angeles 
capitalists permit this ore to pass 
through their very gates to Benson, and 
return through them as bullion to San 
Francisco? Yet itis done every day. 
Los Angeles capitalists should stop it. 
This is only one instance. No refer- 
ence is made fo'the many car loads of 
ore that pass th Los Angeles tu 
San Francisco, night be stopped 
here, as wellas the bundreds that go 
from Kramer, Calico, Lava Beds aad 
Providence eastward to Argo, Pueblo, 
Kansas Oity and even to Swansea. 
These facts also make the proposition 
paying smelter here appear favor- 


The mining districts of Ventura, 
Kern, San Bernardino, San Diego and 
Los Angeles counties can now furnish 
abundance of smelting ores, The 
flaxes, iron, lime and lead, are at hend. 
English coke can be laid down cheap at 
San Pedro. The sapplies seem to be 
abundant. 

A smelter plant, which, entire, con- 
sists of jacket, sampling works, engine, 
boiler, tools, ¢ can be erected for 
about $10,000, 
figures. 

A thirty-ton jecke’ at a minimum will 
consume five tons of fluxes and filteen 
tons of ore per dey. Runs can be made 
of thirty to sixty days. Besides the 
regular laborers, and fireman, engineer, 
and clerks, there are the assayer and 
smelter-man. . It is the last named indi. 
vidual upon whom the success of the 
enterprise depends. He must not only 
keep a constant supply of ores and 
fluxes on hand, but he mast not allow 
his smelter to “freeze.” In fact, he 
must be thoroughly skilled in his busi- 
As a large proportion of the capita! 
in a smelter enterprise is always ‘‘tied 
up” in the ore and bullion, there must 
be a large amount invested. Smelting 
is a basiness in which the investors 
gain or lose rapidly, and, therefore, re- 
quires the closest attention. While 
only $10,000 may be invested in a 
plant, $50,000 may be out for the ores 
and bullion, and, therefore, more capi- 
tal would be to continue the 
parcbasing of ores while awaiting the 
income from the sale of bullion.

The Times and other Los Angeles 
papers have frequently arged their 
readers to give more attention t the 
poultry business, as ome of the most 
profitable and pleasant businerses to 
epgage in in this part of the country, 
bat none of your readers have ventured 
to give their experience for the benefit 
of others. Is it not possible for poultry- 
raisers in Southern California — es- 
pecially in and about Les Angeles—to 
form a poultry association to help each 
other? There «sre many who have 
rushed into this occapation, bought in- 
cubators, hatched s few anhealtby-look- 
ing chicks, and then offered to se!! out, 
until recently a Los Angeles poaliry- 
dealer told me that ali the incubator 
business was for sale’ There must be 
something wrong. I have been told it 
does not pay when followed alome for a 
living. The castom of marketing poul- 
try and s by the dozen instead of by 
the weight, deters many from, giving 
much time and thought to the ben, ex- 
cept for family use, and they look to 
other employment for a support. Even 
ifa poultry-raiser caponized his fowls, 
and thus increased their sige and qua!l- 
ity enor y, he would have no ad- 
vantage in marketing them by the dozen 
like common farm fowls. The price of 


success with the chicks. I bave been « 
short time in the business with an iu- 
eubator, but sowebow the eggs ftrited 
to hateb. The temperatare, turning 
Land jing were closely atteuded to 
throughout the period of incubation, 
but nothing has come out of the eggs, 
which were from three weeks to one 
month old when put into the machine. 
Some poultrymen say eggs are rarely 
fertile at this seacon of the year, and it 
is up-hill work to hatch them. I tried 
twelve fresh eggs under a setting hen, 
and she managed to batch eight healthy 
chicks, proving that freshly laid eggs 
have sufficient fertility in them to hateh 
even at this time of the year. I feel 
sure it would be interesting and in- 
structive to many people bere if profes- 
sional and ameteur poultrymen would 
give the public the benefit of their ex- 
perience through the 1 have all 
the poultry literature issued in the East, 
and have tried to put my knowledge 
thus obta ned to practical results, and 
have not met with very encouraging 
euecess thus far. Is the season at 
fault? How tong will eggs remain fer- 
tile before putting into the incubator? 
Cannot poultry-raisers co-operate and 
insist on getting paid by the weight for 
fowls and eggs, like butchers’ meat aad 
other provisions’ It is not fair to fix a 
price for such necessaries of life by the 
dozen. Fowls and eggs are meat, and 
should be sold by the weight, as is the 
custom in Europe. Let an association 
be formed, and put poultry-raising on 4 
sound commercial basis, and thas make 
it profitable to engage in. The climate 
is all in the favor of the chick. T. W.

Cattle Grewing. 

Sr. Locis, Nov. 16.—Aa idea of the 
enormous wealth repres oted by dele- 
gates to the cattlemen’s convention 
may be gained from the following 
reference to a part of the companies 
and associations that have sent dele 
gates, the statement being obtained 
from officers of the varions companies: 
The largest and richest association in 
the country, perhaps, is the Texas Live 
Stock Association of Texas, which ex- 
tends nearly all over the State, and 
embraces in its membership a large 
number of the members of fourteen 
of what are known as District Asso- 
erations. Wilham Lambert, its 
Secretary, says the association owns 
a million head of cattle, — the 
same number of sheep and 350,000 
horses, sad a moderate estimate of 
their value would be $45,000,000. The 
delegates of this association wear a 
blue silk badge attached to the coat, 
with a large five-pointed solid gold 
star, under which iw artistically 
wroaght a silver cow, weighing about 
two ounces. The largest of the dis- 
trict organizations in the State is the 
Southern Texas Live Stock Association, 
which owns 420,000 head of cattle, 
45,000 horses and a laige numttr of 
sheep, all valued st over $9,000,000. 
They also bave 4,650,000 acres of land, 
valued at $11,625,000, making their 
entire property worth about $21,000,- 
000. They employ 1,500 men as 
herders. Other large district asso- 
ciations in Texas are the Northwest 
Texas Ca'tle Raisers’ Association, the 
Colorado and Brazos Cattlemen's As-

From New Mexico associations are 
represegted, the largest of which is the 
Northera New Mexico Cattle Growers’ 
Association, whose practically

Vermi- 
ceili or macaroni which has been 
boiled tender can be added if desired 
The most common of vegetable soup 
is bean soup. Any kind will do, al- 
though the best are the French beans. 
Soak a quart of them over night in 
lukewarm water. Put them over the 
fire next morning with one gallon of 
cold water. Boil for three or four 
bours. Add celery onions if desired, 
and one or two thinly sliced potatoes. 
Simmer until the vegevables are done. 
Caraway or dill seed is a good addi- 
tion to the seasoning of bean soup. 
soup can be made in the 
two follewing ways, and no one who 
has mot eaten it can have any idea how 
good-it is: To one piat of canned 
tomatoes or four large raw ones add 
one quart of boiling water. Let the 
vegetables boil until thoroughly 
mixed through the water. Then add 
one teas ful of soda, when it wil! 
foam. Immediately add one pint of 
milk. Putin plently of butter, salt 
and pepper to taste. It is then ready 
to serve. Tomato soup can be made 
without milk. To six large tomatoes, 
ora pint and a half of the canned 
vegetables, allow one galion of water 
and boil thoroughly. Add a large 
piece of butter. Beat an egg to a fro h, 
add a little milk or cream and put 10- 
to the soup just before it is sent t» 
table. 

Onion soup is made by frying fine 
\y-sliced onions in butter and turning 
boiling water over them. To six- good 
sized onions allow a gailoo of boiling 
water. Throw in some parsley, pep 
per and salt to taste. Serve with a 
shee of bread fried « light brown in 
each plate. 

The soup-lover will find al! of these 
soups excelleot, and they are sufficient 
ly plain to agree with the most del:

I will tell you something more 
of the people who live upoa the island 
of Ownalaska, where I stopped for teo 
days while waiting fora ship to take 
me to Saint Paul's Island, which is 
about two hundred and thirty miles 
farther to the northward in the lonely 
waters of the Bering Ses. 

Although it wes the last of Sep- 
tember it was pot as cold as I ex- 
pected to find itso far away to the 
North. Bat it was very dreary, for 
we did ovt have bright sunshine as 
we do have in Califcrnia. Thick, 
heavy fogs covered the sea and land 
andsky, and day after day the rain 
poured down in torrents. But the 
littie bare footed Aleuts did act mind 
it. They were as happy as if the sun 
shone as they ran the smooth

long wet grasses. 

Oa this beach I found many pretty 
shells, and in the water some immens< 
star fish. moch larger than any that 
we fod slong our shores. Here too 
were great masses of jelly fish, and 
now and thes a big black sea! would 
show iteclf playing in the clear waters.

They are long, narrow and pointed 
First a slender wooden frame is made, 
and over this is stretched the skin of 
the sea-lion, which has been carefully 
prepared, oiled aud sewed together 
The skins are almost transparent, they 
are so light and thin, yet they are 
stroog safe for those accustomed 
to using them. 
These boats are not open at the top 
like the skiffs and sail-boatse which we 
see upon the water bere. Their top is 
covered completely over with the skin 
of which they are made, with the ex. 
ception of a roend hole in which the 
native sits when he goes out to sca. 1 
think 1t must be rather awkward work 
getting into this bole, for ut is nox 
mech bigger round than native’s 
beds. Bus he to squeeze in 
some way, and th. he takes his long 
water garment, which be wears 
ou of his other clothes, aad which 
is made of the intestines of the sea. 
lion, aad ties it securely round the 
ing in which he sits, so that not a 
drop water can get inside ef his 
little no matter how the waves 
may dash over it. Then this native 
sailor thes this garment securely about 
bis wrists, draws the hood over 
bis heed, ties it 
tace, takes up his paddle and is ready 
for his rough voyage. I have seen the

when the sea was smooth, bare 
seen them, too. tossed on the white 
waves like so many cockle shells, and 
ooking moment as if they must 
go down.

They some- 
times go many miles away from the 
shore in these when the weather is 
fine, and come home with fine.

In wandering through the village, 
where there are many small 
frame houses, | noticed what I at frst 
thought to be small green hillocks 
covered with grass and weeds. I 
wondered where ail the natives lived, 
for ‘surely there were not houses 
enough for them all. But a little 
closer inspection showed me that what 
I had supposed io be hilincks were not 
such at all; they were burreberas or 
native houses, and out of the rovfs of 
many of them were stovepipes thrust 
for chimoeys, and or one side wass 
small wiodow, and at the eod short, 
narrow door. They were a half 
underground, and the roof and sides 
were covered with sods. There was 
usually a small room in fruat, which 
hail, aod beyond 
that was the living room where they 
ateandsiept. It was a dark, dingy 
and dirty place to live, but it was 
warm. I heard of one man whe lived 
with his family in ove of these huts’ 
for three moaths in the winter with- 
out apy fire, only as be lighted the 
littic one im his samecer to make his 
tes. They crept isto their beds to 
keep warm, and staid there day after 
day. The mao had some whisky that 
he had got hold of in some way, and 
while it lasted he kept himeely beast- 
ly drunk, and considered himself very 
nappy. endif he could have got more 
whisky when that was gone, be would 
not have cared whether he bad any- 
thing elee of not. What poor miser- 
able brutes whisky makes of men, 
whether they are Indians or white 
men' Those poor native childres 
would have starved while their father 
lay there in his drunkea stupor if it 
had oct been for the good old Rassias 
priest who gave them food and cloth- 
ing He is a good man, and spends al! 
the money that be does not need for 
his own family. to make his poor peo 
ple comfortabie. 

The sun came out very bright on 
the morning that I left this island 
and eet sail for the north agsia. There
